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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintenfling School Committee of the town of Franklin 
submit their report for the year ending March, 1865. 

The special supervision of Districts Nos. 1, 4 and 7 was com- 
mitted to Mr. Simonds; that of Nos. 2, 6, 8 and 12 to Mr. 
Savage, and that of Nos.5, 9 and 11 to Mr. Dugan. The schools 
in Districts No. 8 and 10 have been managed by committees of 
those Districts, and their reports will be found in their appropri- 
ate places, included in this report. 

The sum raised by direct tax, the past year, for the support 
of schools, is $1400. ‘The appropriation from the avails of the 
Literary Fund, is $129.64. ‘The appropriation from the Railroad 
Tax is $281. In all, amounting to the sum of $1810.64. In ad- 
dition to this, District No. 3 has raised $200 by tax for High School 
purposes. 

The whole number of scholars, four years of age and upward, 
attending the public schools, two or more weeks, the past year, is 
485 ; 241 males and 244 females. We present a detailed account 
of the schools, by districts, referring the town to a statistical table 
accompanying this report, for farther particulars. 


District No. 1. Summer Term of 14 weeks. Whole number 
of scholars, 40; average attendance, 26. The teacher, Miss M. 
A. KE. Sanporn, was evidently quite at home in the school room, 
having had considerable practical experience. A very kind feeling 
at ouce sprung up between teacher and scholars and continued 
through the long term. The thorough examination at the close of 
the term showed that the labor of the teacher and efforis of the 
scholars were well rewarded with satisfactory improvement. This 
was avery successful term of school, and Miss Sanborn is com- 
mended for further employment in No. 1. 

Winter Term—length 10 weeks. Whole number, 35; average, 
32. Mr. Davin E. Brown, teacher. Mr. Brown entered this 
school determined to appropriate the best efforts of his experience 
and abilities in behalf of the interests of the district. A very 
judicious combination of system and order was established and 
maintained. ‘The critical examination at the close showed that 
much work had been well performed. 

This is an interesting school. The scholars are orderly and re- 
spectful in behavior, disposed to ply themselves with diligence to 
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study. ‘The parents are interested, several visiting the school dur- 
ing the year, and it well merits the labor of first class teachers. 


District No. 2. Summer Term of 9 weeks. ‘Teacher—Miss 
Lucy D. Cotsy. Whole number of scholars, 10 ; average attend- 
ance, 5. This young teacher was well qualified and appears to 
have well and faithfully performed her duties, but the small and 
irregular attendance of scholars must have made it lonesome and 
discouraging work. At the final examination the scholars present 
exhibited satisfactory progress in their studies, 

The Winter Term was kept by Mr. Cassrus R. Haywoop. 
Whole number of scholars, 20; average attendance, 18. The 
teacher reports: ‘‘I have been much pleased with the conduct of 
the scholars, and their studiousness and punctuality. considering 
former terms. They have favored me with a steady attendance 
and an uncommon interest in the studies pursued ; and I am glad 
to say that I have been but very little annoyed by whispering, an 
evil which is so constant in many of our common schools.” ‘The 
Committee was highly pleased with this school, at its examina- 
tion, for order, increased accuracy in recitations, and general pro- 
gress. It is one of the best schools kept in this district for many 
years. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERIN TENDING COMMITTEE OF 
DISTRICT NO. 3. 


There has been the same assignment of labors among the mem- 
bers of the Committee as last year. The special care of the Pri- 
mary Department was assioned to Mr. Rowell; the Intermediate 
Department was committed to Messrs. Pike and Proctor, and the 
High School to Messrs. Gilchrist and Savage. They make report 
as follows: 


Primary ScHoou. Both Terms were taught by Miss MarrHa 
R. Goopwin. ‘Length of each term 12 weeks. Number of schol- 
ars during the Swnmer Term, 54, with an average attendance of 
39. Number of scholars during the Winter Term, 53, with an 
average attendance of 42 1-2. 

Miss Goodwin : has had charge of this school two years; has 
conducted it with good judgment and success, and fully sustained 
her fine reputation as a teacher. The progress of the scholars was 
marked and uniform. The union of good discipline and freedom 
and familiarity on the part of the scholars gives this school a most, 
cheerful appearance. 

The attendance has been quite punctual and regular, and would 
have been more so had not many scholars been kept away by ill- 
ness. Its appearance at the close was most praiseworthy. 


« 
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InterMepiaTe ScHoot. The Summer Term of this depart- 
ment was taught by Miss Joszepnrne Moore. Length of term, 
12 weeks. Number of scholars, 34, with an average attendance 
of 23 1-2. 

The want of interest in both teacher and scholars during the 
term was quite marked, and but little improvement was made. 
The teacher by her want of energy and by indecision, failed to ac- 
quire that control over the scholars which is indispensable to good 
government. She found the school very disorderly and left it 
equally so. Its appearance at the close was very discreditable to 
both teacher and scholars. 

The Winter Term was taught by Miss Annie M. Oscoop. 
Length of term, 12 weeks. Number of scholars, 395; average at- 
tendance, 31. Miss Osgood, by her enthusiasm in her work, 
aroused in her scholars an uncommon degree of interest in their 
studies, and by her energy, firmness and discretion, succeeded in 
establishing and maintaining perfect discipline in the school. She 
has excellent qualifications as a teacher. Great improvement was 
made. The disorderly and unpromising condition in which she 
found the school renders her success the more striking and com- 
mendable. We only express the common sentiment of the district 
in saying that the school has been highly successful. The average 
attendance is relatively high. There were only thirty instances of 
tardiness and ten dismissals. Eleven scholars were not absent one 
half day. ‘The roll of honor, in' this respect, is Almira Booth, 
Emma J. Booth, Mary E. Burbank, Mary A. Rowell, Ella 8S. 
Thompson, George F. Elliot, John R. Goss, George H. Hall, G. 
Warren Proctor, George W. Shaw and Lendall Johnson. Many 
others, had it not been for sickness, would have been in the list. 
This is commendable and deserving imitation. 

The Committee take great pleasure in expressing their thanks 
to parents and friends for the interest they have manifested and 
for the support they have given the teacher. They assure the dis- 
tric! that, after much discouragement, this school has been re- 
deemed. 


The Higa ScHoor, has continued, during the past year, under 
the charge of Mr. Grorngh M. Fettows. ‘There have been three 
terms of 12 weekseach. ‘The whole number of scholars in attend- 
ance from the district, during the Spring Term was 15, with an 
average attendance of 11./ The whole number during the Fall 
Term was 9, with an average attendance of 8. The whole number 
during the Winter Term was 10, with an average attendance of 6. 
From out of the district there were in attendance 19, 15 and 9, 
during the Spring, Fall and Winter terms respectively; makiag 
the whole attendance at the School in Spring, 34, in ‘all, 24, and 
in Winter, 19. 

The High School, during the Spring Term, did well. The classes | 
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were large and interesting, and at the examination exhibited com- 
mendable thoroughness and proficiency. The advanced classes 
in Natural Philosophy, Geometry and Chemistry, as well as the 
classes in the other branches, appeared to much advantage. 

The teacher, in making report of this term, says : 

‘¢ The great fault of the School is inconstant attendance. Many 
scholars come for half a term, or leave one, two or three weeks be- 
fore the term closes, thereby losing the best part of the term, de- 
tracting much from the interest of the school and discouraging the 
teacher. When will parents learn the folly of allowing their child- 
ren either to remain away altogether, or to attend so irregularly 
as to receive but a small part of the good they might otherwise 
secure ? In business matters, all maxims of prudence require that 
one thing, and but one thing, should be attended to at one time. 
In education, the child and the youth should be taught that duty 
and final success require the same exercise of patient, cheerful, 
earnest effort, as in the other affairs of. life.” . These sentiments 
‘ we regard of highest importance, and should be acted on by all 
having to do do with the interests of our schools and the education 
of the young. 

Of the Fall Term, the teacher reports: ‘+ Although the number 
of schelars has not been as large asin some terms past, yet I think 
on the whole, the term has been a successful one. The scholars — 
have generally maifested a desire to improve in their studies. I 
only regret that there has not been a more general attendance.” 

Of the Winter Term, he reports: ‘‘ The progress made by the 
scholars who have attended regularly, I think has been very good, 
but when scholars do not attend school, or come as irregularly as 
many do, it ought not to be expected that they can be benefitted 
by the school. Punctuality is necessary to insure progress.” 

These statements give indication of a process of deterioration, 
that developed itself in the school, and gradually increased to the 
close of the Winter Term. There was a general loss of tone, with 
a prevailing spirit of discouraging indifference, that doubtless did 
much to check the efficiency and prosperity of the school; and 
this at length proceeded so far that, by concurrence of teacher and 
committee, it was thought best to discontinue his connection with 
the school. 

It is suggested to the district, whether it will not be well to omit 
the Spring term of the school for the coming year, with the antic- 
ipation of commencing again with the Fall term. ‘This will en- 
able the committee to inquire more deliberately for a suitable in- 
structor, and will allow the offer to him of somewhat higher wages, 
as the exigencies of the times require. 

The Committee are still satisfied that the system of graded 
schools adopted among us, is the only one adequate to the wants 
of the district. It alone can secure the classification and division 
of labor, requisite thoroughly to train the children and make the 
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schools efficient instruments of developing and adorning their minds. 
We invoke the aid of all to give it success.

District No. 4. Two terms of 10 and 12 weeks. Whole num- 
ber, lst term, 14; average attendance, 11. 2d term, whole num- 
ber, 12; average,9. Teacher both terms, Miss Vina A. Coxxins. 
This is the third year Miss Collins has taught in No. 4, well main- 
taining her reputation as an excellent teacher. This school was 
orderly, method of instruction precise and thorough, consequently 
good improvement. ‘The’ teacher says in her report, ‘‘I have not 
made it a point to go over so many pages in our books, as to ex- 
plain and illustrate, until well understood, what we did go over.” 
Thus much general useful instruction was rendered. 

It is very pleasant to see this young and promising school, as it 
advances in years, improving in the ways of knowledge under the 
tuition of a worthy teacher. 


District No. 5. Summer Term, 10 weeks; teacher, Miss 
Arrnea G. BLake; whole number of scholars, 9; average at- 
tendance, 64; school good. 

Winter Term, 18 weeks; teacher, Mr. G. F. Rumriti; whole 
number, 14; four of whom were from out of the district ; average 
attendance, fair. The school was hardly satisfactory to the com- 
mittee when we visited it last, two weeks before its close, though 
the scholars seemed to like the teacher very well. 


District No. 6.: The Summer Term of 9 weeks was kept by Miss 
Katrin C. THomprson. Whole number, 18; average attendance, 14. 
The teacher appeared to lay herself out in faithful effort for the 
school, and the young scholars made commendable, and some of them 
unusual progress in reading. Greater precision and order would 
have improved the school, yet the term appeared profitable to the 
children, and was satisfactory to the Committee. 

The Winter Term, of 7 weeks, was kept by Mr. Joun Emery. 
Whole number, 18 ; average attendance, 15. This was a superior 
school; the teaching accurate and thorough, and the order excellent. 
The term, though so short, cannot have failed to exert in important 
influence on the minds of the scholars. The Committee suggest that 
the district, if able, secure the farther services of this experienced 
teacher. 


District No.7. There has been no school in this district the past 
year. There are no children in it of proper age to attend school. 

District No. 8. The Summer and Winter Terms of this school, the 
former 10 weeks, and the latter of 9 weeks, were kept by Miss 8. 
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Emiry Taytor. Whole number of scholars in summer, 19, with an 
average attendance of 15; whole number in winter, 24, with an ay- 
erage attendance of 20. The teacher reports: ‘*The scholars haye 
manifested a deep interest in their studies. It has been the aim of 
the older portion of the school to recite perfect lessons in all recita- 
tions. . As the scholars have been interested to progress, [have found 
it to be a pleasure to teach them.” In the judgmendé of the Commit- 
tee,. these have have been very profitable terms. It isa pleasure to 
Witness the clear and accurate working of the bright minds of some 
of these scholars, and their conscious mastery of the study in which 
they engage. At the examination, the school atlarge appeared very 
well, and the teacher merits the full approval of the district, as she 
has that of the Committee. 


Districr No. 9. Summer Term 7 weeks; whole number in at- 
-tendance, 11; average, 7. Winter Term 8 weeks; whole number, 
10; average, 71-2. Both terms taught by Miss Lizziz Hary. 
School, the first session, good; the 2d, fair.” A disposition to disre- 
gard the authority of the teacher, rendered the winter term less prof- 
itable than it should have been, although the teacher spared no pains 
to make the school all that could be desired. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
IN. DISTRICT NO. 10.

Primary Drparrment. Both the Summer and Winter Terms i 
this department were taught by Miss Frances, E. Wooprorp, ahder 
whose charge the school has been for four years past. This school 
has maintained during the year its former high character, and the 

progress made has been equal to any former year. 

Length of Summer Term, 18 weeks; number f scholars, 76; ayv- 
erage attendance, 51, Length of Winter Term, 11 weeks; number 
of scholars, 60; average attendance, 47 2-3. 

ApvanceD DEparTMENT. The Summer Term of 18 weeks was 
taught by Miss Amanpa M. InGatis. Number of scholars, 50; aver- 
age attendence, 38 1-2, Miss Ingalls labored faithfully for the suc- 
cess of the school, and a good degree of progress was made by the 
pupils. 

Lhe Winter Term was taught by Mr. Noan M. Procror. This 
school commenced under favorable auspices, and during its progress, 
a good degree of interest was manifested, promising the best results. 
After the term had been in session seyen,weeks, Mr. Proctor was 
taken sick, and was obliged to give up the school.. Length of term, 
¢ weeks; number of scholars, 40; average attendance, 33 1-2. 

Number of different scholars attending the Primary Department, 
within the year, 92. Number of different scholars attending. the 
Advanced Department, within the year, 59.. Whole number of 
different scholars attending both schools, 151. 

Lhe Committee would again urge a more hearty co-operation on 
the part of parents, in securing a constant and punctual attendance of 
their children at school. If you would see the best school possible 
for your children, if you would see them rapidly advancing in their 
studies, secure their punctual attendance at school.. Cheer them and 
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their teachers by your occasional presence in the school room, and 
show them practically that you feel an interest in the success of the 
school.

Disr. No. 11. Summer Term, 9 weeks. Whole number inattend- 
ance, 13; average, 9 1-2. 

Winter Term, 5 weeks; whole number of scholars, 7; average at- 
tendance, 41-2. Both terms taught by Miss CLara Gurrisno. The 
first term was creditable both to the scholars and teacher. The 
second term closed in our absence, without our knowledge, and of 
its merits we cannot speak. There seems to bea falling off, the 
second term, but this is owing mainly to the removal of a family from 
the district, and some children being too small to attend in the rough 
weather of Autumn. 


Dist. No. 12. The Sgatmer Term of 10 weeks, and the Winter 
Term of 8 weeks, were both.Rept by Mrs. R. R. Cross. There were 
in attendance at this school, 10 scholars in summer, and 15 in winter. 
The whole number in attendance from Franklin, during the year, is 
7, with an average attendance of 5. The other scholars are from the 
adjacent town of Northfield. ‘The teacher says: ‘‘Believing it to be 
the duty of every teacher to secure the advancement of her pupils, 
to effect this, I have endeavored, as much as was in my power, to 
secure order, studiousness, thoroughness and punctuality. Scholars 
constant in attendance haveimade good progress; the remainder have 
been kept out at work.”At the visits made to these schools they 
have appeared well. Those who have been constant and punctual, 
doubtless have made good progress. Those inconstant.and tardy. 
from whatever cause, cannot have made great advancement. 


in reviewing the state of the schools the past year, we are pleased 
to report them in a prosperous condition. We observe a commenda- 
ble progress over previous years. In comparing the present state of 
our schools with their condition 15 years ago, improvements are man- 
ifest, fully commensurate with the advance of the times. We see 
them in the condition of school buildings and fixtures, in text books, 
in the increased interest of parents and friends, and lastly, but not of 
less importance, in the ability and skill of teachers. ‘The employ- 
ment of a well qualified teacher is the first and most essential requi- 
site for a profitable and successful school. His duties are various and 
most responsible. It is his object ‘‘ to develope in each individual all 
the perfection of which he is susceptible.” Consequently his knowl- 
edge should not be limited {o the minimum prescribed by law. He 
should possess in adequate deg'rce the natural qualifications and tastes 
essential to success, happily combined with a liberally informed mind, 
professionally trained for its business. Agents of districts should 
seek for such teachers, and when found and tried, their services should 
ve continued series of terms. 

The Committee would unanimously urge upon the attention of 
school districts, and propose for consideration at their annual meet- 
ings, the expediency of instructing their agents to employ first class 
teachers, and then hold out inducements for retaining them a number 
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of terms. It is believed this plan, generally observed, would con- 
duce to more vigorous and rapid improvement in the schools.
